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Heavy fines 
for rogue 
landlords

A ROGUE landlord who 
left his tenants without hot 
water or heating has been 
fined £18,000. And another 
was ordered to pay £3,201 
after renting out rooms to 
students without a licence. 

Both landlords were taken to 
court by the council as part of 
its Rogue Landlords scheme, 
designed to clamp down on 
private landlords who fail to 
manage their property safely and 
responsibly. 

Rogue Landlord Number 
One was Timothy Knight, the 
sole director of Siteworth Ltd, 
who let out eight bedsits in a 
Victorian house in Footscray 
Road, Eltham. He pleaded guilty, 
on behalf of his company, at 
Bexley Magistrates’ Court to nine 
offences of failing to manage 
the property to satisfactory 
standards. 

The court heard the tenants 
shared a communal bathroom 


and toilet. The council’s Housing 
Enforcement team investigated 
after the town’s MP, Clive Efford, 
reported that tenants had 
complained to him that four flats 
had no hot water, bathrooms 
had mould and rotten window 
frames, while repairs took many 
months to get done. 

The council team also found 
other serious breaches of housing 
management regulations, 

including inadequate fire safety 
protection and heating. The 
property company had tried 
to pass on its management 
responsibilities by writing them 
into the tenancy agreements. 

The magistrates fined Knight’s 
company £18,000 and ordered 
them to pay prosecution costs of 
£1,600 and a victim surcharge of 
£120. Some of his former tenants, 
who had been evicted before the 
case came to court, were there to 
see justice done. From October 
new laws will mean that tenants 
cannot be served with a notice to 
quit by their landlord while there

• A council spokesperson said: "We share 
your frustration at residents dumping 
rubbish in inappropriate areas and urge 
people to take proper responsibility for 
disposing of waste and litter.

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BEHIND THE BIKE SHED: 
Eglinton primary school 
pupils are keen to cycle 
to school thanks to their 
cycle storage facilities 


CYCLISTS are to get even more 
access to safe, secure and easy bike 
storage thanks to brand new bike 
parking facilities being installed 
across the royal borough. 

Delivered by the council and funded 
by Transport for London (TfL), the 
programme sees the installation of new 
bike parking across council estates, as 
well as on-street trials of the new facilities. 
Twenty-four estates have already 
benefited from secure cycle parking, with 
another nine estates due to receive new 
facilities by the end of this month. 

The ‘Bike hangars’ and ‘lockers’ made 
from galvanised steel, offer a safe and 
effective way to lock bikes up and protect 
them from tough weather conditions, 
theft and vandalism. 

Accessing your bike is easy too and 
you can rent a space and get a key for a 
minimal annual cost and just a returnable 
£20 deposit. 

Trials of on-street secure cycle parking 
facilities have proved popular. The council 
is looking to extend the scheme and 


wants to hear from residents interested 
in getting bike parking in their street. 

Pupils in the royal borough are also 
getting access to new facilities to keep 
their bikes secure and safe in school. 
Sixty-six schools currently have secure 
cycle parking, with 46 of these working 
with TfL’s cycle parking for schools 
programme to create 
the storage. So far 
this year Eglinton, 

Brooklands and 
Christ Church 

Primaries have had 
new cycle parking 
facilities installed, 
with the first two 
schools also creating 
some scooter specific 
parking in response 
to children using 
scooters. 

Cllr Danny Thorpe, 
the borough’s 

cabinet member for 
regeneration and 


transport said: “We don’t want anyone to 
be put off cycling because they aren’t sure 
where to conveniently and safely store their 
bikes, so we’re making this investment 
in secure, high quality cycle parking in 
locations across the borough - and we’re 
always keen to hear from residents if they 
would like such a facility in their area.”

The council team estimated 
that Knight and his company 
made around £44,000 a year in 
rent from the property 

Rogue Landlord Number 
Two was Maher Hajaj, who 
denied running a six-bedroom 
house with student tenants on 
Greenwich High Road without 
a licence. He also denied 
failing to provide information 
after the council team served a 
legal notice on him. 

Council inspectors found all 
the students shared bathroom 
and toilet facilities. They 
complained to the council team 
about their living conditions. 
An inspection found that 
Hajaj needed to have a licence, 
and despite letters and phone 
calls, he did not apply for one. 
Legal proceedings were then 
started, and magistrates at 
Bexley found him guilty of 
both offences. He was fined 
£500 for each offence, and 
ordered to pay prosecution 
costs of £2,081 and a victim 
surcharge of £120. 

The council set up its 
Rogue Landlords scheme in 
2013. Since then more than 
a thousand properties have 
been inspected, and hundreds 
of landlords ordered to make 
improvements where poor 
standards and dangers to 
tenants have been found. 

Cllr Jackie Smith, the

council’s cabinet member 
for community safety and 
environment, said: 

“Improving the quality of 
private rented homes and 
protecting tenants from greedy 
and exploitative landlords is at 
the heart our Rogue Landlord 
scheme. We will push for the 
strongest possible action to 
protect private tenants and 
ensure they have somewhere 
to live that is safe and properly 
managed. Tenants must also 
feel that they can raise issues 
with their landlords without 
the fear of losing their home. 

“We know that the majority 
of private landlords are 
professionals and offer decent 
rented accommodation. The 
team is always happy to offer 
advice to landlords on how 
they can meet their legal 
responsibilities. We also have 
a range of measures in place to 
support responsible landlords 
including help to bring the 
quality of their properties up 
to standard and opportunities 
to lease their properties to the 
council to provide safe and 
secure homes for local families 
in need. 

“I would urge anyone with 
concerns about the conditions 
in local private rented 
properties to contact the 
team and help us crack-down 
on those landlords who put 
their profits before their legal 
responsibilities and the safety 
of their tenants.” 
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Crackdown 
on Blue 
Badge 
misuse

A NEW council campaign 
to safeguard Blue Badge 
parking spaces for disabled 
users has won funding 
from the government. 

It means specially-appointed 
investigating officers can 
tighten up on drivers suspected 
of misusing the scheme. 

There are currently more 
than 7,000 Blue Badge holders 
in the borough. They help 
disabled people park closer to 
where they want to go, either 
as a driver or a passenger. 
Badges need to be displayed 
if the disabled person is 
travelling in the vehicle either 
as a driver or passenger, 
or if someone is collecting 
or dropping off a disabled 
passenger and needs to park 
where they are being met. But 
some motorists misuse blue

badges, and the council wants 
to crack down on them. 

The investigating officers 
will work closely with the 
police, the Mobility Team, 
parking attendants and other 
council enforcement officers 
to investigate reports of Blue 
Badge fraud. 

Badges can also be used by 
able-bodied drivers and carers 
who are collecting someone 
with a disability, so it could 
appear that badge misuse is 
happening, but in fact there is 
a legitimate need for the badge 
to be used. People are being 
asked to bear this in mind, and 
simply pass on their concerns 
to the investigating team. 

Cllr Danny Thorpe, the 
council’s cabinet member for 
regeneration and transport, 
said: “This is a sensitive 
issue as often people may 
think a Blue Badge fraud is 
taking place when there’s an 
entirely legitimate reason 



for a person using disabled 
parking. However, we’re also 
aware that there are a minority 
of people who unfortunately 
do abuse the system - which is 
there to make sure people with a 
genuine need can park as easily 
and conveniently as possible. We 
obviously want to do our utmost 
to support disabled residents 
so this is why we are clamping 
down on any Blue Badge misuse 
- to make sure genuine blue 
badge holders are protected.

Benefits 
fraudster 
jailed for 
16 months 


A WOOLWICH man has been jailed 
for 16 months after committing 
£52,000 worth of benefit fraud, after 
a successful investigation by the 
council’s anti-fraud team. 

Abdelilah Mennani, 50, formerly 
of Archway Court, was sentenced at 
Woolwich Crown Court after pleading 
guilty to 20 offences at an earlier hearing. 

The court heard that in April 2000, 
Mennani using the name Frederico Zilio 
and claiming to be an Italian national, 
got the tenancy of a one-bedroom council 
flat in Middle Park Avenue, Eltham. He 
also used his false identity to claim Job 
Seekers’ Allowance, and housing and 
council tax benefit from the council. He 
went to the Jobcentre every two weeks 
to sign-on. In total he received £26,559 
housing benefit, £6,250 in council tax 
benefit and £19,917 in Job Seekers’ 
Allowance. 

In 2013 the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
discovered that Zilio was really Mennani 
and that he was subletting his council flat 
while living with his wife and children at 
another address at Woolwich Dockyard. 

Council officers went to his Middle Park 
Avenue address in February last year 
where he identified himself as Mr Zilio 
and stated that he lived at the address 
on his own. Police were waiting outside, 
and arrested him. A search discovered 
documents in the names of both Mennani 
and Zilio, with both showing the same 
photo. His true home address in Archway 


Court was also searched and documents 
in his false identity of Mr Zilio were 
seized, together with £1,000 in cash. 

It was also found that he had £1,100 in 
a UK bank account held in the name of 
Mr Zilio, and £6,000 held in a Moroccan 
bank account held in the name of Mr 
Mennani. Using the Proceeds of Crime 
Act, the council’s financial investigators 
obtained an order from Woolwich Crown 
Court to freeze his assets. 

Mennani agreed to surrender the 
£1,100 he held in a bank account in the 
name of Zilio but refused to surrender 
the £1,000 in cash found at his family 
home. The cash will now be subject to a 
forfeiture process. Sentencing Mennani, 
His Honour Judge Raynor ordered him 
to pay £8,000 in compensation to the 
council within six months. 

Cllr Maureen O’ Mara, the cabinet 
member for customer services and IT, said: 
“This was benefit fraud on a massive scale, 
and Mennani is now paying for it with a 
custodial sentence. We will not hesitate to 
prosecute anyone who makes money from 
depriving a needy person of a home.” 

The council has now recovered the flat 
in Middle Park Avenue and given it to a 
person in genuine need. The council and 
the Department of Work and Pensions 
are also pressing to get back the £52,727 
that Mennani claimed fraudulently.

There are now more than 40 car club vehicles 
available for members at locations across 
the borough and operators plan to provide 
a number of new vehicles in the coming 
months.

borough. Residents who are already members 
of Zipcar can enjoy up to three years' free 
membership with City Car Club. 

Cllr Danny Thorpe, royal borough's cabinet 
member for regeneration and transport said: 
"We were one of the first boroughs to offer a 
car sharing service and we want to continue 
to encourage as much uptake as possible. 
"Joining a car club is a great way of saving 
on the costs of car ownership and is more 
environmentally friendly. People can almost 
always book a car when they need one and 
our expansion will mean even better choice 
and availability. 

"Car clubs form an important strand of our 
efforts to encourage people to look at the 
whole range of transport options open to 
them - be it walking, cycling, using public 
transport, or when needing to use a car, 
considering a car club.

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In the royal borough , it is estimated that around 22,500 people currently 
act as unpaid carers for friends or family members. A brand new centre 
was officially opened on June 12 to provide a place where carers can 
meet up, unwind and relax. Expert help and advice is on offer, plus the 
reassurance that carers are not alone. DICK TOWNSEND-SMITH reports 


MORE than 200 carers went 
along for the official opening 
of the new council-funded 
Carers’ Centre on Friday 
(June 12) to see for themselves 
the services and facilities on 
offer. 


These include a spa, a film 
lounge, a courtyard bistro and 
snug where they can relax. 

Staff are on hand to give practical 
advice and support, and carers 
can drop in for just a short time or 
stay for the whole day. They have 
access to therapy sessions, coach 
trips, and entertainments. There 
is also an advice shop at the new 
centre offering information on 
a range of issues from specialist 
services. 

The centre is based at the newly- 
renovated Stables near Charlton 


House in Hornfair Road. All 
facilities are accessible for 
wheelchair users. There is a lift to 
the upstairs activity rooms, and 
wide corridors and doorways. 

Friday’s opening ceremony was 
led by the Mayor, Cllr Norman 
Adams. He was joined by Cllr 
John Fahy, the council’s deputy 
leader, and Cllr David Gardner, 
the council’s cabinet member for 
health and social care, to release 
24 balloons, one for each year the 
in Greenwich has been running. 
This was followed by lunch and a 
tour of the new facility. 

The opening was the climax to 
Carers’ Week, when activities 
took place across the borough. 
They were planned by the council 
in partnership with the Carers’ 
Centre, and included a carers’ 
roadshow, which toured venues

such as supermarket car parks, 
Passey Place in Eltham, General 
Gordon Square in Woolwich, 
and Glyndon Community Centre 
in Plumstead. There was also a 
picnic for carers at Blackheath 
hosted by Greenwich Mencap 
The theme this year was 
‘Building Carer-Friendly 

Communities’, and was aimed at 
anyone who supports or cares for 
someone who is older and frail 
or who has a disability, physical 
or mental health problem or 
problems with drugs or alcohol. 

Cllr Gardner said: “Carers play 
a vital role, both in their families 
and in their community, and the 
partnership between the royal 
borough, local health services 
and Greenwich Carers’ Centre 
has helped ensure a very strong 
level of support for carers in the 
borough. This can be seen 
both in the events offered 
for National Carers’ Week, 
and also in the fantastic 
new facilities available at 
the Carers’ Centre. I would 
encourage local carers to 
find out more about the 
support and services that 
are available for carers 


throughout the year.” 

Sue Mitchell, chair of Greenwich 
Carers’ Centre, said: “We are 
delighted that we have been able 
to deliver a brand-new facility 
for local carers. Having taken on 
board many of their suggestions 
and requests from the past 20 
years we hope that as many 
carers as possible will visit to see 
what is available. Caring can be 
rewarding but at times it can 
be an isolating experience. 

Our message to carers is 
to remember that there 
is help and support 
available as well as 
a space to just take 
time out and relax.”

Stanley Goddard, a retired builder from Charlton, 
who cares for his wife said: "The facilities are 
fantastic here and the food is first class. It is very 
accommodating and has changed our lives - we 
come here every day and get a free meal. The 
event here this afternoon was also very enjoyable. 
I was also commissioned to do a piece of artwork 
here - it's an abstract designed to bolster the 
services and advertise the massage service." 


Wendy Barrington is a volunteer at the Stables 
and a full-time carer for her daughter. The 
Charlton mum said: "I help out at the bistro here. 
The facilities are really nice. As a local carer the 
Stables is a real bonus- and as a volunteer, I can 
offer a wide variety of help - from cleaning to 
helping people to the treatment room or offering 
someone a bit of company. As a carer it feels like 
you are in your own supportive community and 


you can rely on the service to help with the load." 

Anne Freeman, a carer for her sister, said: "This 
is one of the best things Greenwich has done. We 
use the place every Wednesday and look forward 
to everything on offer especially the music nights.

• A couple and lone parents need one bedroom 

• Expected babies are counted as a person from 
the six month of pregnancy 

• Band C applicants - Houses are allocated to a 
household with children (aged 15 or under) 

Only RBG tenants who currently occupy houses in 
bands A and B, will be considered for rehousing 
to another house. All other priority applicants 
will be considered for flats or maisonettes. 

Note: There are separate Allocations Policies for 
applicants with priority from regeneration areas. 

Like for Like Moves 

Council tenants housed through priority Bands A & B, 
are generally offered a similar type of property to that 
they currently occupy, of the size they require. This is 
because rehousing is being offered to meet safety or 
other needs, rather than to provide more desirable 
housing. Tenants, who want to move to improve the 
quality of their accommodation, must do so through 
Band C, where applicants are housed in date order.
